The Florida White House announced 
on Sunday that “the President has 
ordered that U.S. forces will remain in 
Vietnam until all U.S. prisoners of war 
are released.”

Housing Costs Mean Permanent Rent For Many Families 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
'I’he price 
for a home of your own is accelerating 
at a rate which threatens to leave 
much of middle-class America paying 
rent permanently. 
Millions of families living on below- 
average incomes already cannot af­ 
ford houses. New houses under $12,500 
virtually disappeared 
for 
national 
Census figures in 1970 and under-$15,- 
000 houses will join them soon. The 
$20,(MKkind-under houses, which ac­ 
counted for nearly half of new houses a 
decade ago, now represent less than IO 
per cent. 


The causes for surging prices vary 
easier money, higher labor costs, 
dwindling available land, bans on 
sewer hookups, spurting lumber costs 
and strong dem ands for bigger and 
better houses. 
But the effect is illustrated by 


rem em bering L evittow n, with its 
Ixixy, identical houses rolling like 
army columns over the hills and 
gullies of 
Pennsylvania and 
I zing 
Island. 
They absorbed their share of snide 
com m ents, but they cost $6,900 
apiece $100 down, $70 a month and 
provided sanctuary for a housing- 
starved population coining out of 
World War IL 
I Levittown houses sell for $35,(HK) 
now. 
The construction workers who built 
Levittow n once m oved rig h t 
in 
themselves, but despite hefty raises, 
they now can ’t afford tin* houses they 
work on. 
And the workers aren ’t the only 
ones. 
" It’s absolutely insulting to say to a 
man making $15,(NM) a year, ‘you can’t 
buy our least expensive house,’” said 


Peter Taylor, head of operations for 
I A’v itt and Sons’ single-family-home 
division. 
You m ust earn $18,(HH) a year now to 
qualify for a new U*vitt house. “ It’s 
not low-income housing. It is not even 
middle-income housing,” said Taylor. 
Our nation “is making decent housing 
something that’s available only to an 
affluent few.” 
A home-seeker on a m oderate in­ 
come who wants to save his money a 
little longer can forget it, said Taylor. 
Houses are going up $3,(HK) a year, “ lf 
you can ’t afford it today, you can’t 
afford it tomorrow.” 
lf I A‘vitt, one of the nation's pioneers 
in 
econom ical, 
m ass-produced, 
p re fa b ric a te d housing, is having 
trouble keeping housing costs down, 
consider w hat’s happening across the 
country. 
In Salt Lake City a family bought a 


house for $32,(KM) two years ago, made 
$2,(HK) in im provem ents and sold the 
house recently for $41,500. 
In Milwaukee a builder is getting 
$49,9(H) for a four-bedroom house which 
brought $34,IMM) in 1970. 
In Chicago, a 
family bought a 
suburban hoouse for $34,(MM) in 1970 and 
sold it for $4UMM) in 1971. Six months 
later tile bouse sold again, this time for 
$44 .(MKL 
In San I bego a couple paid $39,5(K) for 
their tliree-bedroom house 211* years 
ago and sold it recently for $63,500. 
Go to a realtor in Dallas and he’ll tell 
you you can’t buy into a “desirable” 
neighborhood for less than $30,(KH), lf 
you want that desirable neighborhood 
in Baltimore, earn $12,(MM) a year. 
Don’t try in Oklahoma City if you’re 
earning less than $15,(MM) a year.

from

are 
cheaper houses, but prices are rising 


fast everywhere. I’he three-bedroom 
house which sold for $22,850 in Boise, 
Idaho, iii 1971 is $27,400 now. 
Of 30 cities checked in an Associated 
I Ye ss survey, all reported rapidly 
rising prices for single-family homes, 
usually at a rate of at least IO per cent. 
I’he average price of a new house 
has jum ped from $16,825 to $24,844 in 
seven years, according to the National 
Association of Home Builders. It took 
15 years prior to 1965 for prices to 
increase that much. 
In mid-1970 the average term s for 
buying a $30,(MM) house were $11,600 
down and $231 a month for 25 years. 
Now, with easier down-payment re­ 
quirem ents due to a federal ruling and 
relatively lower interest rates, the 
terms are $8,4(H) down and $228 a 
month for 28 years. 
One result is that savings and loans 
closed $21.4 billion in m ortgages in 1970 


and $51.4 million last year. 
The new money created a demand 
which .strained the housing m arket 
d esp ite a 56-percent in crease in 
housing starts over the past three 
years. 
But increasing costs overtook the 
easier money.

year In the Boston suburbs, the taxes 
alone on a $31,000 house can cost over

estim ate, have added $1,200 to the 
price of a new home over tile past six 
months. 
'I’he average land price for a home 
rose from $4,982 in 1970 to $5,507 last 
year, according to the builders.

Contending 
that President Nixon's program of 
economic controls is impossibly weak, 
House Banking Committee Chairman 
Wright Patman is introducing a bill to 
stabilize rents and freeze all prices and 
interest rates for 6ft days. 
“ The bill is a recognition of the 
obvious; that Phase 3 isn’t working 
and that immediate action is needed to 
halt the spiraling increases in prices, 
rents and Interest rates,” Patman said 
in a statement Sunday. 
He said the bill, whose outlines were 
hammered 
out 
by 
Democratic 
members of the Banking Committee, 
would freeze prices and interest rates 
at March 16 levels, and give the 
president 6ft days to develop a system 
of rollbacks. 
After that period, said Patman, a 
Texas Democrat, the president would 
lx* required to impose mandatory 
economic controls when the inflation 
rate exceeded an annual rate of 3 per 
cent for any three months or 2'2 per 
cent over a year. 
In addition, rents would be stabilized 
at Jan. 10 levels, subject only to 
specific cost increases, and the 
president could order even further rent 
rollbacks. 
Under Phase 3 of Nixon’s economic 
program, which started in January, 
there are no limits on rents or interest 
rates; no firm guidelines for price 
increases, and no mandatory wage- 
increase 
limits 
on most 
of 
the 
economy. However, the food, con­ 
struction and health-care industries 
remain under mandatory controls. 
Sen. William 
Proxmire, 
D-Wis., 
called Sunday for a sixrnonth freeze on 
wages and prices in view of the large 
number of major labor contracts to be 
negotiated this year.

defeated a similar proposal last week. 
Appearing on C BS’ “ Face the 
Nation,” Proxmire also predicted that 
Congress will stay within the spending 
limits Nixon urged for the coming 
fiscal year—but not the way the Pres­ 
ident suggested.

Consumers from coast to coast with 
a bone to pick over high meat prices 
appear to be gathering additional 
strength for a proposed nationwide 
meat boycott the first week in April. 
“ It’s getting to the point where you 
want to scream when you get to the 
meat counter,” said a suburban Salt 
I>ake City housewife, Rosalie Whiting. 
She started a group called Save Our 
Sanity, which is uring local families to 
prepare meatless menus during the 
April 1-7 protest. 
“ It’s the consumers who keep prices 
up,” she said. “ If we don’t stop it, who 
w ill?” 
First suggested by two California 
women who organized FIT —Fight 
Inflation Together—the meat ban idea 
has been taken up by similar consumer 
groups and concerned individuals. 
In the meantime, housewives have 
been passing up the higher priced cuts, 
cooking more vegetarian meals and 
picketing supermarkets and govern­ 
ment iastitutions.

Bob Packwood, R-Ore., to ban all 
log exports from the United States by 
Jan. I, 1977. 
But Dunlop’s announcement that the 
administration will seek voluntary 
restraints on Japanese log purchases 
apparently signaled that the adminis­ 
tration opposes a legal ban.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) Big city 
criminal* continued to kill and rape in 
ever growing numbers last year, but 
total serious crimes dropped 7.5 per 
cent in Ohio cities surveyed by the As­ 
sociated Press. 
Stepped up police activity, results 
from federal crime control funds, 
better cooperation among police 
agencies and more efficient courts 
were cited as contributing to the 
overall drop. 
The six cities jxdled were Cleveland, 
Columbus, 
Cincinnati, 
Toledo, 
Youngstown and Akron. Dayton and 
Canton reported their figures in­ 
complete, although Dayton officials 
said 1972 crime was generally up. 
Canton said its crime was less overall. 
The only city of the six which showed 
a general increase in crime last year 
was Toledo, where serious crimes 
went from 13,821 in 1971 to 14,703 in 
1972. 
Toledo’s figures showed increases in 
every category of crime except auto 
theft, where all six cities show<*d 
significant decreases last year. 
While murders increased overall, 
three of the cities—Columbus, Akron 
and Cincinnati—reduced their number 
of killings. Rape increased in all six. 
But in spite of specific problem 
areas, city police departments were 
pleased with the general downward 
trend in crime and cited it as evidence 
that stricter enforcement activity was 
making a difference. 
“ Enforcement is the main thing,” 
said

spokesman, Sgt. Mizell Stewart. 
“ We’ve been doing more patrolling. 
There’s also better communication 
between the police and the com­ 
munity.”

Gold Under City Streets 


Has cable TV come along just too 
late to save New York’s Mayor John 
Lindsay? 
In a recent swansong utterance, 
Handsome John warned city govern­ 
ments 
everywhere 
against 
the 
pretensions of the 
Federal Com­ 
munications Commission to seize the 
“ urban oil wells,” or the “ gold,” 
represented by coaxial 
cable TV 
channels under the city streets. In two 
frustrated terms, Lindsey never did 
manage to get his hands on enough oil 
or goid to carry out the welfare 
missions that are so dear to every 
municipal liberal's heart. 
Lindsay’s feeling is that the cities 
should do their own cable TV fran­ 
chising 
without 
Washington 
in­ 
terference. 
But Dean 
Burch, the 
chairman of the FCC, considers that 
City Hall politicians, seeking new 
sources of revenue, might tend to be 
altogether too hoggish in exacting 
franchise fees. The business of laying 
TV cable is “ capital intensive,” and 
Burch thinks that anything over a 5 per 
cent city tax on gross cable income 
would tend to choke the growth of a 
new and promising industry. 
Burch could be right in his fears, but 
if the Nixon government really means 
business about restoring responsibility 
to the local communities why shouldn't 
they be permitted to solve their own 
problems by trial and error? 
Be that as it may, some cities are 
already taking Lindsay at his word 
that there is gold in the coaxial cable. 
After all, it can put 30 and more 
channels into a single conduit, which 
represents a lot of communication 
mileage. Newark, N .J., for instance, 
is one community that is hungry to be 
in on a TV revolution. The city fathers 
of Newark had a deal with the big 
Teleprompter company on cable TV 
installations. 
There 
was 
some 
dissatisfaction with the original terms, 
but ex-Governor Raymond Shafer of 
Pennsylvania, who is now the chief 
executive officer of Teleprompter, has 
managed to renegotiate the whole 
business with Mayor Kenneth Gibson, 
which might lead one to believe that 
politicians know how to talk to each 
other where a businessman might 
muff it. 
The deal for Newark, which still has 
to go through final readings, gives the 
city a good break on several matters, 
including an educational channel, a 
public-access channel complete with a 
media center that will train 
in­ 
dividuals and groups to use it, and a 
government-communications channel 
that will help firemen, police, and 
other city agencies. Newark is asking 5 
per cent of the gross fees paid for cable 
TV plug-ins, with 2 per cent going to 
public access — or “ pure democracy” 
— support. 
Cable TV today has 7,000,000 sub­ 
scribers. 
By 
1980 it 
could 
have 
30,000,000, hitting half of all the TV 
homes in the U.S. With its clear vision,

it has all sorts of promise, not the least 
of which is the possibility that it will 
enable minority groups everywhere to 
have their say to as many people as 
may care to listen to them. 1 have been 
telling journalism students to get 
ready for the day when every little 
community will have room for its local 
news commentator. 
Seeking to coin their own “ oil wells,” 
Boulder, Colo., Memphis and Knox­ 
ville in Tennessee, Birmingham, Ala., 
and IiOuisville, Ky. are all entertaining 
calbe TV bids. IiOuisville and Bir­ 
mingham each has 13 applicants. 
The wilder dreams of the cable TV 
proponents involve cross-country 
hookups utilizing satellites. There is 
currently a satellite in Canada. 
Combined 
with 
pay-TV 
(which 
operates on fees for individual 
programs), the use of satellites could 


bring a vast variety of programs to 
people 
3,000 
miles 
apart. 
The 
inevitable restrictionists have already 
reared their ugly heads, seeking to 
prevent 
the 
widest 
sort 
of 
capitalization of cable TV promise. 


In Connecticut, a State Represen­ 
tative is drafting legislation that would 
prohibit cable TV operators from 
charging additional fees for special 
programming. For 20 years Zenith 
Radio has been hamstrung by the 
negativists in its efforts to provide pay- 
TV over the existing airwave spec­ 
trum. This has been the grossest sort 
of imposition in a free enterprise 
country, and it would be a shame to see 
the same error repeated as cable TV 
drives its bargains with cities to get its 
cables laid and its 30-ehannel choices 
into thousands of homes.

Dear Mr. M.: 
The epididymis is a small organ that 
lies next to, and is connected to, the 
testicles. It is made up of tiny tubes 
that contain the sperm cells produced 
by the testicles. Infections of this 
organ were frequently seen in cases of 
gonorrhea that were inadequately 
treated. 
Today the use of antibiotics has 
reduced the frequency of this com­ 
plication. For this reason all young 
people are urged to bring any such 
problem to the attention of their 
doctors, so that complications of 
gonorrhea will be avoided. 
There are other non-gonorrheal 
causes for epididymitis. You can be 
sure that your doctor respects the 
truth of your answer when you say that 
you have not had any venereal in­ 
fection. 


Should we limit the activity of our 14- 
year old boy who has a slight heart 
murmur? 
He is going into high school and will 
probably become involved with active 
sports. 
He doesn’t yet know about this 
condition.

Once having been assured that your 
son’s heart murmur is of no im­ 
portance, you should have been freed 
of any anxiety about his condition. 
Many children are born with func­ 
tional, unimportant heart murmurs 
that are only discovered in casual 
examination. These murmurs do not in 
any way affect the health, growth or 
activity of the child.

Six O hio POWS Caught 
By N egotiations Breakdown 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Three 
Ohio families whose sons are on the 
most recent list of prisoners of war to 
be released, are hoping the snag in 
negotiations will not cause too long a 
delay in the return home of the Air 
Force pilots. 
The North Vietnamese had proposed 
to release the men Tuesday and 
Wednesday, but President Nixon has 
order a halt to U. S. troop withdrawals 
because the list does not include nine 
prisoners taken in laos. 
The families of Ut. Col. William J. 
Breckner Jr., Maj. Paul K. Robinson 
Jr. and Maj. James C. Condon were 
contacted Sunday by phone shortly 
after the Pentagon released the list of 
107 names. 
Breckner’s father, who lives in 
Sebring, Ohio, said he is not losing 
hope because he thinks that the men 
will be released eventually. He said he 


and his wife have been waiting a long 
time as it is. 
“ Now we’re just sitting with our 
fingers crossed waiting for this to be 
settled,” the senior William Breckner 
said. 
He said his son was captured last 
July I and that Maj. Breckner’s wife 
and two children are in Florida. 
Maj. Robinson’s parents, who live in 
Galion, are also waiting. 
“ In a way we are disappointed 
because we thought he would be on his 
way home by 
now,” the 
senior 
Robinson said, adding. “ We hope they 
get all of the men out of there real 
quick.” 
The couple said their son’s wife and 
two children live near Denver, Colo. 
Mrs. Russell Condon, of Versailles, 
near Dayton, the mother of Maj. 
Condon, was happy to learn that her 
son was on the list.---------------- 


“Oh, I’m telling you it s great. It's 
wonderful,” she said. 
Maj. Condon’s plane was shot down 
over North Vietnam last Dec. 2, ac­ 
cording to his mother. She said his wife 
and four children live at March Air 
Force Base in California. 
Three other Air Force pilots with 
Ohio connections are included on the 
list. 
They are: Capt. Will D. Beekman of 
Toledo, who was reported captured in 
a Hanoi broadcast June JO, 1972; Capt. 
Keith H. lewis of Mount Vernon, and 
(’apt. Richard J. Fulton of Chandler, 
Ariz., and an Ohio native, who was 
captured June I, 1972.

Editors Note: When Chinese feel 
under the weather, they doctor 
themselves just like Americans do. 
AC’s seieuee editor, who just com­ 
pleted a three-week tour of China, 
finds that sometimes their remedies 
are exotie.

SHANGHAI, China 
(A P) 
— To 
relieve your headache or toothache, 
you might try this Chinese remedy: 
On tht* back of your hand, massage 
the spot located about one inch behind 
the webbing between thumb and 
forefinger. Hub it with fair pressure 
for five or ten minutes. 
"For a toothache, it is very effective 
to relieve pain for several hours or 
even a whole day,” says Dr. Hsu Chia- 
Yu, a doctor of internal medicine who 
visited the United States last October. 
The Chinese people trot off to 
drugstores or go see their doctors for 
treatment of various ailments just as 
Americans do, Dr. Hsu said, but there 
are differences, some rather exotic. 
Like a pill containing antelope horn 
for the common cold. Some herbs 
soaked in wine are one preparation for 


arthritis. Turtle shell is the main in­ 
gredient of one general tonic. Six herbs 
are concocted in a syrup to treat in­ 
somnia, Seeds from a particular kind 
of hush are said to combat spells of diz­ 
ziness. 
Massaging the s\wi at the l>ase of the 
thumb -called 
the 
"snuff 
box" 
because people used to put snuff there 
to lift it to their noses is being used as 
a new way of inducing anesthesia for 
head and neck surgery without any 
other treatment, including acu­ 
puncture needles. 
Dr. Hsu says he shows some patients 
how to tlo (lie massage themselves. 
And Mao Kuo-Hua, tht* genial chief 
interpreter for a group of visiting 
American doctors, says he does it to 
relieve a sore throat and that it usually 
works, at least temporarily. 
Mao added that he sometimes does 
his own acupuncturing, administering 
a needle into a spot on the outside of 
the leg, just below the knee, for relief 
from an upset stomach. 
When the sniffles of a common cold 
strike, some Chinese wear face masks, 
like a surgeon's mask, in order, we 
were informed, not to pass the cold on 
to someone else. 


Many Japanese follow the same 
custom. 
Drugstores 
sell 
"detoxuying 
tablets,” a kind of tonic called Yuing 
Hwang, with many ingredients. 
For bronchitis, the choice is an­ 
tibiotics or herb medicines. Dr. Hsu 
prefers a combination in case of high 
fever. 
For arthritis, I>r, Hsu and colleagues 
prescribe cortisone and other steroid 
drugs, sometimes herbal lotions ap­ 
plied externally or herbs taken by 
mouth. Acupuncture "cart bring 
symptomatic relief” tlirough treat­ 
ment given daily or every other day for 
ten to 15 times, the physician said. 
Allergies are treated with an­ 
tihistamines, and herbal lotions for 
itching conditions or rashes. Dr Hsu 
says he thinks that injection of a drug 
that dilates bronchial tubes works 
better against asthma if given at an 
acupuncture 
site 
rather 
than 
elsewhere. Hut he adds this is just an 
impression of his.

SHANGHAI, China 
(A P) - To 
relieve your headache or toothache, 
you might try this Chinese remedy: 
On the back of your hand, massage 
the spot located about one inch behind 
the webbing between thumb and 
forefinger. Hub it with fair pressure 
for five or ten minutes. 
“ For a toothache, it is very effective 
to relieve pain for several hours or 
even a whole day,” says Dr. Hsu Chia- 
Yu, a doctor of internal medicine who 
visited the United States last October. 
The Chinese people trot off to 
drugstores or go see their doctors for 
treatment of various ailments just as 
Americans do, Dr. Hsu said, but there 
are differences, some rather exotic. 
Like a pill containing antelope horn 
for the common cold. Some herbs 
soaked in wine are one preparation for 


arthritis. Turtle shell is the main in­ 
gredient of one general tonic. Six herbs 
are concocted in a syrup to treat in­ 
somnia. Seeds from a particular kind 
of hush are said to combat spells of diz­ 
ziness. 
Massaging the spot at the l»ase of the 
thumb—called 
the 
‘‘snuff 
box” 
because people used to put snuff there 
to lift it to their noses-—is being used as 
a new way of inducing anesthesia for 
head and neck surgery without any 
other treatment, including acu­ 
puncture needles. 
Dr. Hsu says he shows some patients 
how to do the massage themselves. 
And Mao Kuo-Hua, tht* genial chief 
interpreter for a group of visiting 
American doctors, says he does it to 
relieve a sore throat and that it usually 
works, at least temporarily. 
Mao added that he sometimes does 
his own acupuncturing, administering 
a needle into a spot on the outside of 
the leg, just below the knee, for relief 
from an upset stomach. 
When the sniffles of a common cold 
strike, some Chinese wear face masks, 
like a surgeon’s mask, in order, we 
were informed, not to pass the cold on 
to someone else. 


Many Japanese follow the same 
custom. 
Drugstores 
sell 
‘‘detoxifying 
tablets,” a kind of tonic called Yuing 
Hwang, with many ingredients. 
For bronchitis, the choice is an­ 
tibiotics or herb medicines. Dr. Hsu 
prefers a combination in case of high 
fever. 
For arthritis, Dr. Hsu and colleagues 
prescribe cortisone and other steroid 
drugs, sometimes herbal lotions ap­ 
plied externally or herbs taken by 
mouth. Acupuncture ‘‘can bring 
symptomatic relief” through treat­ 
ment given daily or every other day for 
ten to 15 times, the physician said. 
Allergies are treated with an­ 
tihistamines, and herbal lotions for 
itching conditions or rashes. Dr. Hsu 
says he thinks that injection of a drug 
that dilates bronchial tubes works 
better against asthma if given at an 
acupuncture 
site 
rather 
than 
elsewhere. But he adds this is just an 
impression of his.

McCord Briefs 
Senate Panel 


O n W atergate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Watergate 
defendant James W McCord Jr., who 
says the public hasn’t been told all 
about the bugging of Democratic na­ 
tional headquarters, has begun telling 
his story to Senate investigators. 
Samuel Dash, chief counsel of the 
special 
Senate 
W atergate 
in­ 
vestigating committee, told a news 
conference Sunday that McCord had 
given him the names of others involved 
in the burglary and wiretapping and is 
to supply still more names later. 
Dash declined to say if any of those 
named by McCord were “higher up” 
than the seven who pleaded guilty or 
were convicted at the trial here last 
January before U.S. Dist. Court Judge 
John J. Sirica. 
The Los Angeles Times said it 
learned that McCord told Dash John 
W. Dean III, counsel to the President, 
and Jeb Stuart Magruder, a former 
presidential aide and campaign of­ 
ficial, had prior knowledge of the 
burglary. 
Sirica disclosed last Friday, when he 
was to impose sentences, that McCord 
had sent him a letter saying not only 
that others were involved but that 
perjury had been committed during 
the trial and that political pressures 
had been applied to the defendants to 
plead guilty and remain silent. Sirica 
urged McCord and the other six 
defendants to cooperate with Senate 
investigators. 
McCord, an ex-FBI and CIA agent 
who was security director for the 
Committee for the Re-election of the 
President at the time of the break-in, 
met in the office of one of his lawyers 
with Dash Friday afternoon and again 
Saturday afternoon. 
No details of what McCord said were 
disclosed, but Dash said McCord is 
willing to testify fully and under oath 
at committee hearings to be held as 
soon as possible.
